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SUB: ACHEAMPONG SPEAKS AT STUDENTS CONFERENCE 

1 . DURING MORNING OF JANUARY 6 HEAD OF STATE ACHEAMPONG 
GAVE ONE-HALF HOUR PREPARED ADDRESS TO THE OPENING SESSION OF THE 
QUOTE INTERNATIONAL STUDENTS' SEMINAR ON NEO-COLONIALIST PEN- 
ETRATION INTO AFRICAN UNIVERSITIES AND OTHER INSTITUTIONS OF HIGHER 
LEARNING UNQUOTE. MOST OF ADDRESS CONCERNED NEED FOR ECONOMIC AND 
SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT TO GO HAND IN HAND WITH REQUIREMENTS OF AFRICAN 
DIGNITY AND LIBERATION AND NECESSITY FOR AFRICAN GOVERNMENTS 
TO UNIFY IN ATTACKING COMMON PROBLEMS. TOWARDS END OF ADDRESS 
ACHEAMPONG MADE DIRECT REFERENCE TO ANGOLA AND STATED THAT THE 
MISERY OF THE ANGOLAN PEOPLE HAD BEEN CAUSED 
BY OLD ANTAGONISMS AND POLITICAL RIVALRY BUT HAD BEEN 
GREATLY AGGRAVATED ANDPROLONGED BY QUOTE GREAT POWER RIVALRY 
UNQUOTE AND THE SOUTH AFRICAN QUOTE INVASION UNQUOTE OF 
ANGOLA.HE STATED THAT SOUTH AFRICA HAS THEREBY FRUSTRATED 
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THAT SOUTH AFRICA'S GOAL IN ANGOLA IS TO PRE-EMPT THE FORMATION 
OF A BASE THERE WHICH COULD BE USED TO ATTACK IT. ACHEAMPONG 
THEN REVIEWED GHANA'S EFFORTS ON THE OAU FACT-FINDING COMMISSION 
ON ANGOLA AND SAID THAT SINCE THESE EFFORTS HAD COME TO NAUGHT 
GHANA NOW PLEDGES QUOTE ALL ASSISTANCE UNQUOTE (NOT FURTHER 
ELABORATED) TO THE MPLA IN ITS EFFORTS AGAINST THE ENEMIES OF 
AFRICAN LIBERATION. 

2. AFTER ACHEAMPONG'S ADDRESS, GHANAIAN STUDENT LEADER 
ADOLPH ARTHUR THANKED THE CHAIRMAN AND THE MEMBERS OF 
THE SUPREME MILITARY COUNCIL AND NATIONAL REDEMPTION 
COUNCIL FOR ATTENDING AND STATED THAT HE HOPED THAT THE 
CHAIRMAN WOULD SEND ASSISTANCE TO THE MPLA ON A TIMELY 
BASIS, AND NOT DELAY AS HAD BEEN THE CASE IN GRANTING 
RECOGNITION TO THE MPLA. 

3. SEMINAR WILL LAST THROUGH JANUARY 9 AND IS SPONSORED BY 

THE NATIONAL UNION OF GHANAIAN STUDENTS, THE ALL-AFRICAN STUDENT'S 
UNION AND THE INTERNATIONAL STUDENT UNION. MOST OF THE 50 TO 
70 CONFEREES AT THE OPENING CEREMONY WERE GHANAIAN AND 
OTHER AFRICANS, ALTHOUGH UK, IRISH, SOVIET, CUBAN, 

YUGOSLAV AND OTHER NON AFRICAN DELEGATES WERE THERE 

ALSO. AN EAST GERMAN WAS SCHEDULED TO ARRIVE, BUT 

HAD NOT SHOWN UP. OPENING ADDRESSES BEFORE ACHEAMPONG'S 

ARRIVAL WERE STANDARD QUOTE REVOLUTIONARY UNQUOTE RHETORIC AND 

MADE FREQUENT REFERENCE TO ANGOLA (WITH STATEMENTS OF 

SUPPORT FOR MPLA), AS WELL AS TO WESTERN NEO-COLONIALISM AND 

INTERFERENCE IN AFRICAN AFFAIRS. 
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
